This tentative decision was 
made by the cabinet this afternoon fol- 
lowing the report of Dr. Bergmann on 
the Paris conference and discussions of 
}the French preparations to enforce

Troops Mobilize in Dusseldorf. 

The first troops to be used in taking 
the Ruhr reached Dusseldorf this 
morning. The force consisted of 1,400 
men. He TRIBUNE correspondent 
there telephoned that the streets were 
lively with soldiers, tanks, artillery, 
and cavalry. 

Seven French divisions are reported 
to be at Metz, ready to enter the Ruhr, 
with two Belgian divisions held at Lut- 
tich to acgompany them. It is under- 
stood the Belgians will wait until Jan. 
15 before marching in. In the mean- 
time French engineers already have 
arrived in the Ruhr and have ordered 
the evacuation of Ruhr schools, ho-

Orator Lays World War 
to Darwin Theory.

Scenes of wild clamoring by crowds 
to hear William Jennings Bryan, un- 
precedented in connection with a4d- 
dresses on religious subjects in re- 
cent years, marked his lectures here 
against Darwinism yesterday afternoon 
and last night. While hundreds were 
turned away in the afternoon, thou- 
sands suffered a similar fate in the 
evening, but continued surging about 
the doors of Moody church, North 
avenue and Clark street, long after 
Mr. Bryan had begun his address on 
“ Darwin vs. Moses.” Besides the 4,800 
seats, every available bit of standin 
room was occupied. 

The former secretary of state, in 
each address, made a bitter attack 
upon evolutionists, and in the after- 
noon, speaking to 2,000 ministers and 
Christian workers in Moody Bible in- 
gtitute, he charged that the world war 
was a “logical conclusion of the the- 
ory of survival of the fittest.” Part 
of this address was devoted to an at- 
tack on his critics and an invitation 
to the disciples of Darwinism to“ fight 
him in the open.” -

Washington, D: C., Jan. 8.—Net earn- 
ings of approximately $20,000,000 by 
the Prairie Pipe Line company in 1922, 
on a capitalization of $27,000,000, were

Kountz of Independence, Kas., vice 
president of the corporation. 

These earnings, added to surplus of 
$39,359,000 on hand at the end of 1921, 
enabled the Prairie company to declare 
recently its stock dividend of 200 per 
cent, Mr. Kountz asserted. He added 
that the dividend was the first declared 
since the company was organized in 
1915 and took over the pipe line prop- 
erties of the Prairie Oil Gas company. 

Mr. Kountz testified that under in- 
terstate commerce commission regula- 
tions the Prairie company contracted 
to transport oil through its lines only 
in amounts of 100,000 barrels or more. 

The committee attorney suggested, 
but Mr. Kountz denied, that this limita- 
tion was an effective bar against ship- 
ments by small producers and forced 
such producers to sell their oil at the 
wells at the prices offered by the larger 
companies.
